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MOURN DEATH OF 
ST.LOUIS CORNETIST 


Charles Streeper, Son of Vet- 
eran Doorkeeper of Olym- 
pic, Passes Away, 


HONORED IN LOS ANGELES 


Musicians’ Association Pay 
Tribute to Cornet Soloist 
of Catalina Marine Band. 


The many friends of J. A. Streeper, 
the veteran doorkeeper at the Olyn:pic 
Theater, are extending a heartfelt syin- 
pathy in the grief that has come to 
him because of the death of his talent- 
ed son, Charles Streeper, remembered 
here as eornet soloist of the Century 
Theater O:chestra for some years. 

Young S8Streeper diedi in Avalon. 
near Los Angeles, Cal. and had 
been cornet soioist of the Cata- 
lina Marine Band for the past 
five’ years, gaining ai reput.tion 
that caused him to be regarded as the 
foremost cornetist of the Pacific Coast. 
During his St. Louis and California ca- 
reer he received flattering offers fron 
the Sousa and Gilmore organization, 
but, leaving St. Louis, he chose to live 
in Culliornia owing to the mildness of 
the clinate, and declined all offers of 
engugeiacnts elsewhere. 

About @ year ago he was stricken 
with consumption and, since early in 
April, his mother had been with him, 
geing tv California from St. Louis in 
order to attend him in his iliness. Only 
a few days before his death, however, 
he was apparently so much improved 
that he went to Avalon to arrange for a 
summer residence for himself and his 
mother, who remained with her sister, 
Mrs. Pollock, in Hollywood, Cal., and 
it was while the loving two were thus 
separated that he suddenly became 
worse and died before his mother could 
be notified of his alarming condition. 
This fact adds to the grief of his par- 
ents, both of whom were devoted to 
him and proud of his genius. 

The California newspapers pay gener- 
ous tribute to young Streepers , gifts 
as a musician, speaking of him a 
probable successor to Jules Levy,\ the 
famous cornet soloist, and express regret 
at the close of a career so promising. 
The Musicians’ Associations of Los An- 
geles and St. Louis, as well as the 
national organization of the order, took 
appropriate commemorative action and 
were represented at his funeral, which 
was held June 20 in Los Angeles and 
was attended by the members of the 
Catalina Marine Bund in a body and a 
large concourse of other friends, the 
body being interred in Hollywood Ceme- 
tery. 

Charles Streeper was born in Ken- 
tucky 389 years ago and his musical 
talents revealed themselves in  eariy 
boyhood. He studied music in 8t. Louis 
and it war here that he established 
the reputation which led to his engage- 
ment as the leading cornetist at Cali- 
fornia's favorite pleasure resort, Cata- 
lina Island, the Catalina Marine. Pand 
being under the leadership of Manager 
Porter, a director of national fame who 
was quick to recognize Streeper'’s abil- 
ities half across the continent. As was 
the case in St. Lou's, the young music- 
fan's gentle and cheerful disposition won 
for him on the Pacific Coast the love 
of all with whom he came in contact 
and the sincerest sorrow is expressed at 
his untimely death.

TOKIO, June B.—Officlals at the war 
office say that within a week Gen. 
Hasegawa’'s siege guns will be dropping 
shells into the Russian fortress at 
Viadivostek and that within another 
month Ruasia’s last foothold in the Far 
Fast will have been lost. 

Hasegawa’s army, which is marching 
overland across Northeastern Korea 
from the Tumen River, is said to num- 
ber 10,000 men, and to be ually 
equipped for the siege of Viadivostok, 
which the rainy season will not inter- 
fere with. 

The latest dispatches from Gen 
Oyama confirm the previous reports 
that the Russian army is sorely beset 
and is even in a worse predicament 
than was Gen, Kuropatkin at Mukden.

BEER IS PROBABLE 


Treasury Department Studying 
Out Means for Raising. 
N ecessary Funds. 


WOULD AVOID TARIFF 


Congressional Leaders Believe 
Draft of $1 Per Barrel on 
Brewers Will Do. | 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the. Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 2%.—Treasury 

officials have been busy for some weeks 

figuring out how the continuance of 
the existing deficit can be avoided. Ex- 
penditures cannot be easily reduced and 
the alternative proposition is that more 
revenue must be secured. Secretary 

Shaw, who is ranked among the “‘stand- 

patters’’ on the tariff? question, is 

backed up by some of the most infiu- 
ential men in both branches of Con- 
gress. If the customs revenues are not 
to be changed the only other means for 
bringing in additional supplies is from 
increased internal revenues. 

There has been a suspicious activity 
in that branch of the Treasury for 
some time, and hints have been dropped 


by officials of that bureau that justify 
the conclusion that it is in the minds 
of Treasury officials that more internal 
revenue is the most satisfactory way 
of eliminating the present embarrass- 
ing condition of the Treasury. 

While it is not within the exact truth 
to state that definite conclusions have 
been reached so far as the executive 
branch of the Government is concerned, 
it is not improbable that Congress will 
be asked to increase the internal reve- 
nué tax on beer and possidly manufac- 
cured tobacco. 

From the standpoint of the experts 
of the Treasury Department, the brew- 
ers of beer can most easily stand the 
brunt of the Increased taxation, as 45,- 
000,000 barrels of this product are put 
on the -market each year, and every 
barrel pays $1 tax. Now that 
would provide an additional revenue 
sufficient to more than wi out the 
deficit, and with an economical admin- 
istration of affairs ‘leave sufficient to 
carry on the Panama Canal operations 
without recourse to any bohd issue 
whatever. 

It has been suggested that such a 
tax would render impossible a general 
opening up of the tariff question, which, 
regardiess of how the question is ul- 
timately disposed of. would unsettle 
business conditions and stop the present 
period of prosperity. This is the view- 
point of the ‘“standpatters.”’ They 
are also unwilling to permit the party 
differences on the tariff question to be 
aired in Congress just now. 

Of course any plan that looks to the 
increase of the tax on beer will be com- 
batted by one of the most powertul 
lobbies in the country. The mere sug- 
gestion of such action when Congress 
has been in session has been sufficient 
heretofore to bring to Washington pres- 
sure that has stified beer tax legisia- 
tion. A presidential election, however, 
is some distance off, and if the President 
urges such action upon Congress at the 
next session it is quite probable legis- 
lation with that end in view will be 
enacted. 

Speaker Cannon, whose power in the 
House is mighty, Is one of the im- 
placable opponents of revision of the 
tariff. even in its most inoffensive shape. 
His chief lieutenants, Mr. Dalzell, Mr. 
Payne and Mr. Grosvenor are of the 
same mind. In the Senate Mr. Allison 
and Mr. Aldrich, who dominate that 
body, are likewise opposed to revision 
so that the pathway to increased beer 
tax legislation would seem to be com- 


paratively easy.

BAD BASES OF BUSINESS 
Much Modern Prosperity Based 


on an Overproduction of 
Fraud and Sham.

OBERLIN, O., June 3.—James B. Dill, 
the corporation lawyer of New York, . 
in the course of a noteworthy address to 
Oberlin College graduating class today, 
delivered a scathing rebuke to men 
who misuse positions of honor and trust 
for purposes of personal gain. In urging 
his hearers to go ‘“‘Back to Beginnings,” 
Mr. Dill contended that “grafting,” 
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which was foreign to the true American 
character, had been developed by our 
mad rush for wealth and the recogni- 
tion of false standards by educated men 
in the competitive struggle for business 
power and social] proniinence. 

| Without mentioning names, Mr. Dill 
referred to the connection of respecta- 
ble financial institutions with industrial 
promotions that are calculated to mis- 
lead the public. He sald: 

“A large part of our modern prosper- 
ity is to a perilously large extent bot- 
tomed upon an over-production of fraud 
and sham. The crisis is acute. A feel- 
ing of distrust is growing throughonxt 
the country. Mary branches of financial 
business have been in one way or anoth- 
er taken possession of by the unscrupu- 
lous, for the purpose of deceiving the 
unwary. Trust companies have been 
made the mediums of the flotation of 
specious and fraudulent promotions. 

‘Some companies in the field of life 
insurance, the highest and In a sence a 
sacred form of investment, are, as we 
all know now, conduits through which 
the savings of .the policy-hoiders are 
diverted into operations for speculative 
purposes. 

Credit Basis of Business. 

“Credit and good faith, no. money, 
are the basis of business. Good or bad, 
'Our modern prosperity is founded on 
public confidence. Take that away 

and the whole fabric falls, 
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Mr. Dill added: “Grarc is the ad- 
vanced stage of the craze for unearned 
money.

WASHINGTON, June BB. 
AL His is an inquiring, a skepti- 
cal age,’ said Justice David 
J. Brewer of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, as he care- 
fully tapped a pen on the wide expanse 
of blotting paper covering the desk in 
his library in Washington. “Every- 
thing must face the question, ‘What 
for or of what profit? Education 
comes with ite universal demand, but 
Americanism is a thing that cannot be 
bonght or taught. It is a qualjty that 
muat be born. 

“There are many grave questions 
that we Americans, or rather our de- 
scendants, must face. They are com- 
ing to us with an overwhelming force 
at present.’’ 

“What are they?” asked the ocorre- 
spondent. 

“Tremendous immigration and the 
Spirit of conquest, which means an- 
mnexation and colonization. Probabiy 
very few thinking Americans realize 
the great responsibility that the nation 
assumes in allowing a million inimi- 
grants a year to come into the coun- 
try and to tincture our national life. It 
#0 happens that the greater part of 
the immigration is of people who have 
been brought up to regard the Gov- 
ermment under which they Iive as an 
eremy, a thing to be fought. an institu- 
tion to struggle against. They do not 
Fealize the difference between liberty 
and license. 

“You cannot mix oil and water. You 
Sannot make a Latin nation an Anglo- 
Saxon nation, and that is why I see 
@anger and trouble and the use of high 
@tatesmanship in the coriduct of the 
Wnited States in the immediate future. 
“It is well known that I have bitter- 


‘Iy opposed the annexation of the Phil- 


tppines, Hawali and Puerto Rico. 1 
cannot see how any right thinking 
American could do else than oppose it. 
This Government, this nation, was 
founded as a protest against the colonial 
System, and now we go establishing col- 
Onies of our own.

And the paltry $20,000,000 
that we paid for them is not worth con- 
sidering for a moment. This nation is 
go rich that tt can casily throw away 
690.000.0000 without a quaim. It is the 
fact that this populated archipelago, 
comprising inhabitants of some seven 


are making the United States a world 
power. 


Japan the Unknown Quantity. 

“Have you any fear that Japan will 
endeavor to acquire the Philippines by 
force of arms?’ 

“Well, all these things float. Events 
crowd on each other's heels so rapidly 
nowadays that the man who essays to 
be a prophet is not only not one in his 
own country, but anywhere else as well. 
It ia very hard to say what Japan has 
up her sleeve in the Philippine ques- 
tion.”’ 

“Would you advise the selling of the 
islands to the Japanese Government?’’ 

“Most assuredly. It would be the sim- 
ple way out of a complex difficulty. I 
am strongly inclined to believe that we 
will either have to sell them if we can 
or give them up when we must. The 
Japanese nation amailgamates with 
the people of the Philippines or will 
amalgamate them much more readily 
than we Americans possibly could. 
Neither you nor I nor the youngest 
child living will ever live to see the time 
when the natives of the Philippines will 
be Americans in the sense that Wash- 
ington thought of when he stood sponsor 
to :this country.” 

When Judge Brewer was asked about 
his recent utterance at a college com- 
mencement, predicting a woman presi- 
dent, he smiled and said: 

“It is customary to claim there is no 
privileged class in this country, but I 
must qualify that statement by saying 
that we all admit that women are priv- 
lieged. The young woman who is so 
fortunate as to go thruugh @ course at 
a woman's college is the most priv- 
ilteged being I can think of in our coun. 
try. She has gloried in the beauties of 
poetry and prose. Under the light of 
the student lamp she has delved into 
the mysteries of science. She has rev- 
eled in the delights of literature. That 
young woman is the most privileged be- 
ing in the United States.” 

“Do you think that she is, then, capa- 
ble of handling great affairs?’’ 

“I do, indeed. When I was a young 
man I thought that female suffrage was 
a theory, a very beautiful, comprehen- 
sive and far-reaching theory, but only a 
theory. Today, by the knowledge that 
years of experience have brought me, 1 
am firmly convinced that what I re- 
garded as theories in my youth are 
practical today. The only way to prove 
a theory is to test it. We are now en- 
gaged in testing the theory of female 
suffrage. In four, states it has been 
tried and not found wanting. 


A Capable Executive. 

“To be sure, there has never been any 
severe trial of the question up to the 
present time. There have been women 
mayors of some small cities, of five and 
ten thousand inhabitants. And under 
the rule of these women mayors public 
affairs have been conducted in a most 
satisfactory manner. I presume that 
they would have been conducted in 
quite as good a way had a man held the 
post of responsibility. Just what a 
woman would do as Mayor of a city 
like Chicago is a thing yet to be tested.”’ 

“Do you think that she would be a 
failure in that position?’ 

“No, I do not. I think that the 
chances for her administrative success 
would be greater than though she were 
aman. There is no question but what 
women have at least as high and proba- 
bly higher sense of honor than men. 
Thee is also no question but what their 
e tive abiljty is quite as good as 
tWAt of the other sex. Just how far 
their capacity for business goes has 
‘never been discovered yet.”’

“Do you think that to maintain our 
position as a world power the army 
should be strengthened and the navy in- 
creased?” 


“I do not. I cannot conceive why we 
should have an army at all, except a 
mere skeleton. Of course, we should 
have an abundance of trained officers 
in case of an emergency. An idle mili- 
tary class seems to me absolutely an- 
tagonistio to the principles of the coun- 
try. We don't need soldiers here. All 
we want are citizens. No foreign pow- 
er would ever think of attempting an 
invasion of the United States. It would 
not only be impracticable, but it would 
be impossible. Thousands of miles of 
sea barrier protect us on all sides. The 
bringing over here of a hundred thou- 
sand troops, which is all that any na-

be a flea bite to what this country 
could raise In 2% hours in opposition. |

from home has been proved within the | 
last six months to be thoroughly fruit- | 
less.

Whether 
or not there will be any practical out- 
come from future peace conferences no 
one can predict, but I am inclined to 
think that there will be. It is in the 
order of things that the mission of the 
men who meet at The Hague to avoid 
this terrible and use’ess loss of life will 
bring direct results.

an impossibility?’ 


“No, not in the near future. Men are 
still too human, too easily excited.

“Do you believe that the United 
States should be the godfather and 
guardian angel and general arbitrator 
of troubles in the South American re- 
publics?"’

In 
the first place, I grew to realize in 
working among the poor that no one 
could be of so much service to them as 
a doctor. Then, after I had finished my 
year in the law school, I was pondering 
one day over what I could do to sup- 
nla ys ge if through any turn of 
ortune it should become necessary to 
do so.

have studied the figures of him in the 
European galleries. He was not a tal! 
man, but he was quite sturdy and ha 
a thick neck. His forehead was low, 
and, instead of being a clean-shaven 
man, as he is always pictured upon th 
Stge, he wore a beard which pretty 
much covered his face. You see, he 
was 54 when he went to Egypt. 


Romans Were Small. 


“In fact, the great warriors of Rome 
were not of that stature.and breadth 
that we suppose. I have never found a 
Roman armor that I could get on, and 
there are numbers of them in Europe, 
some of them known to have been 
worn by famous fighters. For instance, 
in the Louvre at Paris there is an ar- 


mor of Marc Antony. It is much too 
smal] for me. 

“I have ascertained by investigating 
their armor that the Romans were not 
big men. We have men among us 
every day that are gtants by compari- 
son. Yet the Roman warriors carried 
armor which sometimes weighed as 
much as 200 pounds. They were an 
athletic, supple people. They were not 
thick in the chest, but they had strong 
legs and long, instead of thick, calves 
and thighs. 

“The old fighters of England were 
some larger than the Romans, but still 
smaller than our big men of today. I 
have studied their armor in the British 
Museum. They did not carry so much 
weight as the Romans did, and were 
doubtless quicker men upon the'r feet. 

“All Roman soldiers of Caesar's time 
carried what is known as the Roman 
sword. I use one of them in the part of 
Marc Antony. It is short and thick, 
and weighs about ten pounds. None but 
strong men could have wielded them. 

“My sword is historic. It was the 
property of my wife, and came down 
through a long line of actors. In one 
of the scenes of “Antony and Cleo- 
patra’ I cast it Into the floor. I have 
always done that, and once I narrowly 
escaped an accident with it. I hurled 
the sword, and it struck a knot In the 
floor. It flew off the stage, and grazed 
the head of a girl behind the scenes.”’ 

Mr. McDowell's physical qualifications 
for the part of a Roman are nothing 
short of superb. He is a giant—standing 
6 feet high, weighing almost 20) pounds 
and having the elastic tread of an ath- 
lete.. He has no flesh at all, but is just 
big in bone and sinew. Though he has 
been a prominent figure uwvon the Ameri- 
can stage for almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury, he looks young, and his bearing 
is that of a man in the prime of life. He 
says he isthe champion runner, jumper 
and wrestler. of his company, and that 
he exercises in some way every day. 
If a young man joins his company Mr. 
MacDowell immediately cha'lenges him, 
and they retire to the nearest fleld and 
engage in athletics. The modern Marc 
Antony says he has yet to be downed 
in a contest of this sort.

GOV. HOCH ADVISES 
FUNERAL REFORMS 


Kansas Executive 
Placing Dead on Exhibition 
and Wearing Black. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan... June 23.—Gov. Hoch 
sounded a ncte of funeral reform in an 
uddress before the annual convention 
of the Kansas undertakers here. He 
said: 

“I think that every man or womoan 
wishes in the future to appear at his 
best, and one of the afflictions of dis- 
ease is the consciousness that one must 
appear in public in a wasted and ema- 
ciated condition, when the luster is gone 
from the eye, when the beam has de- 
parted from the face. 

“When I appear in death I hope that 
I will not be exposed to view. 1 am 
simply asking that vou liend your in- 
fluence towards the discontinuance of 
the old custom which I believe to be a 
relic of ages. 

*l have some other ideas. Black crepe 
is not the proner emblem or sign of 
death. and the wearing of a large black 
veil is not the proper sign of sorrow for 
one who thinks that death is not the 
end of all, and that there is an immor- 
tality beyond the grave. Death should 
not come to one with the somber shades 
of night. If we have an emblem at all 
it should be white. the emblem of jus- 
tice, of hope, of light and of heaven, 
and not of darkness and despair. 

“While I believe that it would be bet- 
ier for us to leave off the habit of ad- 
vertising our sorrow, if we have an em- 
blem. it should be white, typical of light 
and hope.”
